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FOREWORD 


The  Little  Jetts  sprang  into  being  one  Sunday  afternoon  when  Mama  was 
away  and  Daddy  had  to  keep  some  little  folks  from  missing  her  too  much. 
He  knew  Mama  had  been  in  the  habit  of  telling  them  Bible  stories  on  Sunday 
afternoons,  but  dared  not  attempt  to  duplicate  her  style,  knowing  he  would  be 
"weighed  in  the  balance  and  found  wanting."  Thus  came  the  necessity  to 
offer  novelty  of  some  kind,  and,  with  fountain-pen  in  hand,  he  set  out  upon  the 
rather  hazardous  experiment  (for  a  novice)  of  telling  illustrated  stories.  Two 
things,  however,  were  at  once  in  his  favor — a  child's  wonderful  imagination, 
which  has  no  difficulty  in  seeing  people  in  straight  marks,  and  the  delight  of  a 
child  at  seeing  anything  drawn,  however  crude. 

Daddy  was  wise  also  in  attempting  only ^ very  simple  outlines,  •/ 
and  but  little  detail.  For  instance,  there  was  Cain  fl-~,  with  his  hoe,  and  Abel/Y_: 
with  his  shepherd's  crook,  while  a  sheep   ^BlL_  was  not  nearly  so  easy.     Here 
the   aforesaid  imagination  of  little  folks  came  to  the  rescue. 


The  venture  proved  to  be  an  amazing  success.  Interest  grew  almost  riot- 
ous, and  from  that  time  forward,  the  quack  artist  had  a  regular  engagement  to 
"illustrate"  the  stories  Mama  told.  As  the  stories  grew  a  little  more  complicated 
and  a  man  would  have  to  be  drawn  sitting  down,  or  fighting,  or  doing  something 
besides  standing  straight  up,  the  difficulty  seemed  almost  too  great  to  overcome. 
Somehow  the  Little  Jetts  preferred  to  stand  up  straight,  and  when  compelled 
to   sit,    their  legs  would  seem  to  get  hopelessly  tangled  or  unintelligible, 

thus:  #1^  To  make  them  fight  or  throw  stones  was  easier.  <£L 

Then  there  came  the  necessity  for  a  king  j[~»  which  added  a  sceptre  and 
the  huckleberry  head  for  a  crown,  and,  of  course.a  woman  had  to  be  created, 
but  she  was  easier,  for  all  that  needed  to  be  done  was  to  sketch  a  man,  and  "blot" 
a  skirt  on  him,  and  a  little  knot  on  the  back  of  his  head,  and  there  she  was. 
Also  there  came  lions,  and  bears,  and  camels,  and  asses — until  life  became  very 
complex  and  silhouetted  indeed;  but  mountains  were  no  trouble  and  a  sunset 
was  easy: 


i  After  a  while  the  Old  Testament  stories  seemed  to  give  out,  and  he 
went  into  the  New  Testament,  where  the  stories  were  not  nearly  so  familiar 
to  the  little  folks;  but  they  enjoyed,  with  ever  increasing  interest,  their 
travels  through  the  Acts  with  Peter  and  Paul  and  Barnabas,  even  if  there  were 
some  scenes  which  made  them  feel  a  little  sad  over  the  bad  treatment  of  faithful 
servants  and  characters  whom  they  admired. 

The  Little  Jett  pictures  are  reproduced  in  this  book,  and  it  is  hoped  that 
other  young  folks  will  enjoy  them  as  much  as  the  first  two  did.  The  Bible 
references  will  be  found  with  each  illustration,  and  the  best  plan  would  be  to  read 
them  first,  or  get  Mama  or  Daddy  or  Sister  or  Brother  or  Auntie  or  Grandma 
to  read  them  to  you;  then  take  your  pen  or  pencil  and  write  the  story  by  the 
pictures.  Perhaps,  if  so  inclined,  you  will  "blot  in"  a  few  little  Jetts  of  your  own. 
They  come  quite  easy  if  your  ink  is  jet  black. 

When  your  book  is  complete,  it  will  make  an  interesting  record  to  keep — 
a  souvenir  of  your  familiarity  with  Bible  Stories  in  your  childhood.
